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THE ENCOURAGEMENT OF SKI TOURING 


Sierra Club members who ski at Norden 
hear rumblings from time to time concern- 
ing the pros and cons of spending money 
to improve the Signal Hill ski tow or to 
build ski-touring cabins, 

Members should be more interested in 
ski-touring than in slope-doping, we 
hear, so let us encourage ski-touring by 
building cabins! Query: Will comple- 
tion of the hut on iit. Anderson encour- 
age touring? The "cons" have it that 
during most of the skiing season only a 
chosen few should be encouraged:to use 
the part of the Mt. Anderson trail which 
is beyond the saddle of Mt. Lincoln, 

A lover of ski-touring who habitually 
finds beautiful untouched snow-fields in 
almost. any direction which is one-quarter 
mile distant from any Norden ski tow, I 
frequently ask myself: What will en- 
courage more people to enjoy touring? 
The simple act of leading one's friends 
on a short tour and of being rewarded by 
their overflowing enthusiasm suggests 
one answer to the question} 

Another suggestion may be to publicize 
the many possibilities for very short as 
well as for longer tours in the Norden 
area, Why not have posted at Clair 
Tappaan Lodge an enlarged topographic 
map of the immediate vicinity, showing 
such minor tours as the following: (1) 
the "canyon" route from Signal Hill to 
the Lodge (many do not know either that 
this exists or how to find it); (2) the 
"pidge" route to the Lodge from the top 
of Signal; (3) the route from part way 
down Signal which crosses the Peter 
Grubb trail and then the stream, scram- 
bles through the trees to lower Aspen 
and beyond to the hill above the Sierra 
Ski Club, affording a delightful run to 
the Lodge, 

The past winter has been ideal for 
many one-day tours, but its stormy peri- 
ods have frequently necessitated the 
postponement of week-end tours. And 
what can develop one's self-confidence 
in touringability more than the alter- 
nation of slopé-doping with touring? | 

For those who ski at Norden, the Peter 
Grubb Hut has surely been the greatest 
single promotor of ski-touring, Origin- 
ally planned as a half-way stop for a 
longer journey, it has become an ideal 
objective in itself, After a week end 
at Echo Lake and a tour up Mt, Ralston,

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GNAWINGS OF A DESERT RAT 


Death Valley has always sounded myster- 
ious and just a bit on the frightening 
side, so a notice in the Yodeler that the 
College of the Pacific was leading a 
trip there caused me to join up eagerly. 
Though we travelled in an auto caravan 
(more or less!), we did get the feel of 
the desert. After all, wo travelled 
through the desert day after day and 
laid our sleeping bags out each night 

in the sand among the creosote bushes, 
We were told the desert was both alive 
and friendly--many welts on my hide tes~ 
tify to its life if not its friendliness. 

The high mountain walls which surround 
Death Valley are incredibly colorful-- 
reds, purples, and yéllows predominate, 
From Zabriskie Point, one can see the 
twisted, gnarled shapes which the erosion 
of flash floods has created out of ancient 
lake beds--a fine laboratory exemple of 
what unchecked erosion can do, 

This was not a good year for flowers in 
the Valley in spite of comparatively heavy 
rains (all of 23 inches) but we did locate 
some flowering beavertail cactus--one 
plant had fifteen magnificent cerise 

‘flowers in bloom with more to come, 
Anhother plant worthy of note was a large 
bush with yellow flowers which covered 
the rocky washes--my botany is too feeble 
to give it a name so pick your own,
